GRADUALLY SINKING. 

The Emperor is not now able to 
recognize even the Empress, and is gradually 
sinking. An immense but silent crowd is 
standing near the palace, notwithstanding 
the fact that a cold rain is falling. The palace 
is guarded by aforce ofcavalry. Business in 
the town is virtually suspended, and the 
theaters are closed. 

THE IMPERIAL FAMILY PRESENT. 

2:20 p. m.—According to seml-official au- 
thority, the Emperor, at 1 o’clock, while 
more quiet, had not perceptibly gained in 
strength. Dr. Koegel, the Court 
Chaplain, was with the Emperor 
between 12 and 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
Prince and Princess William have been atthe 
palace since 8 o’clock this morning. Prince 
Bismarck visited the palace at noon, and had 
along conference with Prince William. All 
the members of the imperial family in Berlin 
called during the morning. The Crown Prince 
of Sweden arrived in Berlin at 2 0’clock this 
afternoon. 

AT THE DYING MONARCH’S BEDSIDE. 

4:50 p. m.—Shortly before 2 o’clock 
the Empress and the Grand Duchess 
of Baden were with the Emperor. At 
2, Prince Bismarck went to the bedside and 
the Emperor spoke to him. His condition was 
then unchanged. Prince Bismarck left the 


palaee at 2:45. 
THE DOCTORS EXPLAIN. 


5:30 p. m.—The physicians in attendance 
upon the Emperor have published an assur- 
ance that the somnolent condition of His 
Majesty is not the result of the injec- 
tion of morphia. This has confirmed the be- 
lief that a crisisisimminent.

AN IMPORTANT TELEGRAM. 

LONDON, March 8, 1:30 p. m.—The British 
Foreign Office at noon received an important 
and pressing telegram from Berlin respecting 
the Emperor’s critical condition, which was 
forthwith communicated to Lord Salisbury at 
his residence in Arlington street. 

THE STOCK EXCHANGES FLAT. 

The London Stock Exchange and the Oonti- 
nental Bourses are flat, and operators main- 
tain an expectant attitude. The German Em- 
bassy in London is beseiged by callers who are 
anxious to hear about the Emperor’s con- 
dition, 

GREATLY EXHAUSTED. 

A Berlin dispatch timed noon says: Since 9 
o’clock this morning the Emperor has slightly 
improved. He suffers less pain, but is still 
greatly exhausted. ’ 

THE COURT IN ATTENDANCE. 

Prince and Princess William, Prince Bis- 
marck, General von Moltke and Her von 
Puttkamer, Vice-President of the Council of 
Ministers, are in attendance at the Palace. A 
large crowd is collected outside the Palace, 

THE QUEEN IN LONDON, 

The Queen arrived in London this morning 
from Windsor and sent tothe German Em- 
bassy at once to make inquiries concerning 
the Emperor. The Prince of Wales sent mes- 
sengers to the Embassy twice during’ the 
morning. 

A PRIVATE TELEGRAM. 

Count von Hatzfeldt, the German Em- 
bassador, has, received a private telegram 
from Berlin, which says that the Emperor’s 
condition is practically unchanged. 

WRAKENING. 

A Berlin dispatoh timed 2 p. m., says: The 

Emperor is weakening. The doctors have faint

IN THE COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons this after- 
noenthe Right Hon. W. H. Smith, First 
Lord of the Treasury, in reply to ques- 
tions concerning the condition of Emperor 
William, said: ‘‘I greatly regret that the in- 
formation received by the Governmént is not 
reassuring. The Emperor appears to bein a 
critical condition.“ 

THE QUEEN’S DRAWING-ROOM POSTPONED, 

The drawing-room, which was to have 
been held to-morrow by the Queen, 
has been postponed on account 
of the death of Emperor William. 
Lord Salisbury, the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Earl of Derby, and Prince Christian, were 
among the prominent people who called at the 
German Embassy to make inquiries about the 
Emperor to-day. The foreign office was in- 
structed to send to the Queen immediately on 
their receipt all telegrams from Berlin con- 
cerning the Emperor. 


THE DYING MONARCH, 


Intense Interest in English Reyal Circles— 
Stecks Affected. 
Special Cablegram to the Pest-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 8.—The opinion is generally 
entertained here that the Emperor’s death may 
occur at any moment owning to his advanced 
age. His health has often been the subject of 
alarmist rumors for the purposeof affecting 
the Stock Exchange. This time, however, the 
language of the doctors admit no possibility 
of a doubt. Ia Engliah Royal circles the matter 
is one of intense interest. If the Emperor dies 
before the Crown Prince, the Queen’s eldest 
daughter will be Empress of Germany, all of 
which, till recently was very doubtful.

TRE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 


Prince Bismarck Telegraphs the Prince to 
Come to Berlin. 


San Remo, March 8.—The Crown Prince will 
leave here on Saturday morning. He was 
much agitated when he heard of the Emperor’s 
serious condition. He receives telegrams from 
Berlin almost every half hour. Prince Bis- 
marck has telegraphed to Dr. Mackenzie in- 
quiring whether the Crown Prince could not 
come to Berlin instead of going to Wiesbaden, 
as is proposed. 

HAD A SOUND SLEEP. 

The German Crown Prince slept soundly all 
night and awoke refreshed. He breakfasted 
with a good appetite. His condition continues 
to improve. The weather is of the finest.

THE DEAD EMPEROR, 


His Career in the Softer Lights of Love and 
Domesticity. 


In yesterday’s PoOST-DISPATCH a complete 
sketch of the dead 
Emperor’s pubtic 
career was given. 
Little is left to ada, 
save some person- 
al points that may 
serve to afford a 
glimpse of the great 
heart of the grand 
old ruler and re- 
storer of reunited 
Germany. He was 
born, as has been 
stated, on March 

n, 1797, ascended 

the throne on the 
death of King Will- 
lam III., June 7, 

- 1840, and died to- 
The Dead Emperor. day. His grand- 

father, Frederick William II., was Still 

upon the throne at the late Emper- 
or’s birth, but died soon after, 


leaving his kingdom to the Emperor’s father, 
Frederick William III. The first nine years 
William’s life were among his r. His 
mother, the beautiful and accomplished Queén 
Louise, daughter of the Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, took personalcharge of the lad’s edu- 
cation as well as that of his elder brother, the 
Crown Prince Frederick William, his „ 
brotber Carl and his sister Charlotte, and a 
happier family circle than the King’s could no- 
where be found. 

DAYS OF SORROW. 

The year 1896, with its cruel changes, de- 
stroyed this lovely idyl. Through his vascilat- 
ing course in dealing with the Emperor 
Napoleon, King Frederick William found him- 
self suddenly isolated from the rest of Europe 
and a prey tothe conqueror. The battles of 
Jena, Auerstadt and Saalfeld decided the fate 
of his kingdom, from which Napoleon sliced 
off 2,700 square miles with a 11 of 
5,000, O00 souls. Onno one did this blow fall 
more heavily than on theQueen. Her flight 
after the Prussian defeats was attendant with 
much misery and suffering, and her poignant 
sorrow fafled not to awaken a responSive echo 
in her children’s hearts. Nor were her exhor- 
tations unheeded. * 

‘*Chilaren,’’ cried the great-hearted, patri- 
otic woman, upon you will tall the duty some 
— of retrieving this terrible disaster to our 
beloved country. Be men, and let not the de- 
generacy of the present day make you its vic- 
tims. Bethe worthy successors of the great 
Frederick, and if itis beyond your power to 
re-establish the country's independence die in 
defense of her bonor as did Prince Louis Er- 
nest at the battle of Saalfeld. 

Her worde fell on fruitful ground. They 
seemed to impart fresh vitality to her young- 
est son, who had ever been a sickly ehild. 
They caused him to forget his sunny child- 
hood and to bend his eneraies on the work of 
the future. The few years following upon 
Jena were passed by the royal family aſter - 
nately in Konigsburg and Memel, and during

sons entered the capital as Lieutenants in 
the ranks of a regiment of the guards. The 
greatest sorrow of young William’s life was 
now at band. In the next year hie dearly 
beloved mother succumbed to a short but 
fatal illness while on a visit to her father in 
Streliz.

He has never falled on such a day 
to carry flowers to ber tomb in Chariottenburg 
and to drop a tear in her remembrance.

HIS RELAGIOUS SENTIMENTS. 
The young Prince returned to Berlin with the

With a grateful heart, he wrote, ‘‘I recog- 
nize it as a great biessing that God has al- 
lowed me to be born ina high station of life;

soul, and because I can do better wor 
and accomplish more good. I rejoice with all 
humility and am far from thinking that God 
has desired to prefer me to others, and am 
likewise far from considering myself better 
than others on account of my high birth. 
* * * I will never forget that a prince is also 
a man, and, in oommon with the lowliest of 
the people, has all the weaknesses and needs 
of human nature. * * My powers belong 
to the world and to my country. I declare 
myself subservient to the laws and the policy 
of the State. * * * I will ever remain true 
to my faith in Christ; will honor bim and will 

to have my beart grow in love for him. 
* * » Lesteem it much greater to be loved 
than to be feared, or simply to possess a 
princely appearance. © I will begin 
each — with thoughts of God and my duty, 
and each evening 1 will carefully reflect on my 
conduct of the past day.’’ 

But little time was left him for relig tous 
meditations. Again the rumbling of distant 
cannon became audible from over the French 
frontier, and the news flashed through Europe 
that tbe littie Corsican had evaded his jailers, 
and was marching with a large army into the 
Netheriands. At the head of a battalion of 
fusiliers, the 18-year-old Prince, now a Major 
in rank, entered the field, but before he could 
reach the front Napoleon’s power had been 
broken for the last time on the fleld of Water- 
loo. William's part In the campaign consisted, 
therefore, in a second and bloodless march to 
Paris. After 1815 the young Prince gave all his 
attention to the pursuit of the military sci- 
ences. Being a second son, he never expected 
to reach the throne, and decided the study of 
all social, economic and legislative questions 
to be entirely out of hissphere. His arbitrary 
actions in later years are no doubt to be ac: 
counted for by this fact. Only bitter expe- 
rience taught him inthe course of time that 
the soldier should ever be subordinated to the 
statesman. His rise in grade was as rapid 
it was it was deserved, for there is no doubt 
that already at that early period he was laying 
the foundations to Prussia’s extraordinary 
military organization. 

DOMESTIC EVENTS. 

In 1817 Prince William accompanied his sis- 
ter, Chariotte, to St. Petersburg on the occa- 
sion of her marriage with the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, who succeeded his brother, Alexan- 
der, to the throne eight years later. The iast- 
named event brought Prince William again to 
St. Petersburg, as did also the inauguration of 


‘| the Alexander column in 1834. These divers 


visits tended to strengthen the bonds unitin 
the two Imperial families which exerted suc 
enormous influence on thecourse of European 
7 until the death of the late Czar.

Iilliam himself on June 11, 1829, became the 
husband of Princess Augusta of Saxe-Welmar, 
who, in 1881, bore him his first and onty son, 
Frederick William, better known as Unser 
Fritz, and in 1838 his only daughter, Louise, 
the present Grand Duchess of Baden.

The present Emperor and his wife reside 
sometimes at Potsdam and sometimes in the 
‘*Kronprinzliche Palast,’’ a house which 
stands next to the imperial one in Unter den 
Linden. It is much larger than the mansion 
occupied by the late Emperor Wilhelm, and it 
is filled with objects of art ot all sorts, while 
the collection of both old and modern paint 
ings is among the first in Berlin. The gems of 
these galleries were personally sele by the 
English Princess. 
enew Emperor has six children living. 
The eldest 
PRINCE FREDERICK WILLIAM 

of Prussia, was born in January, 1859, while 
his sister, Victoria Elizabeth, was born at 
Potsdam in July of the following year. 
She married before her other 
did—wedded Prince Bernard, the eldest 
son of Duke Geor of Saze- Weimar. 
That was in February, 1878, and in due course 
she gave birth toa daughter, and this made 
the Queen of Eusland a great-grandmothber. 
To but few women ie it given to hold in their 
arms the ndchiidren f thelr own 
daughters, t Victoria has had that hap- 

iness, as had similarly the Empress 

ligabeth, whehas caressed her own son’s 
grandson.

THE GORDON LETTERS, 


Lerd Hartington Concerned in the Queen’s 
Attack Upon Gladstone—His Speech at 
Ipswich—The Procedure Rule—Goschen’s 
Financial Scheme—The Bulgarian Mud- 
dle—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lorpon, March 8.—The Daily News to-day, 
commenting on the Queen’s thinly-velled at- 
tack on Gladstone, in her letter to Gen. Gor- 
den’s sister, notes the fact that the Tories 
have already’ tried to make party capital out 
of it. The News says: However, the Tories 
are rather in a dilemma. 
allege against Gladstone are well founded, 
they are no less true of the man above all 
others they now admire, viz., Hartington, and 
more so, indeed, for when Gordon was in 
Khartoum, Hartington wus Secretary of War. 
Yet Hartington had a hearty reception yester- 
day at the Tory meeting in Ipswich.’’ 

His speech, however, was hardly so well re- 
ceived as usual, owing tothe fact that he an- 
nounced he could not join the Tory party, 
since, on every question save that of home 
rule, he still holds the opinions of the 
Liberal party. The concluding sentence of his 
speech appears significant. He sad he hoped 
that before the Irish question was fought out, 
there would be a general election. The inter- 
val might be employed in the consideration of 
other questions, during which calmer refiec- 
tions and councils might prevail, and oppor- 
tunities for weighing in more equal balance 
on one side the claims of imperial unity, on 
the other the true wants, wishes and require- 
ments of the Irish people. This, taken in 
cenjunction with his declaration of Liberal 
principles, is rather like a bid for reconcilia- 
tion with Gladstone on the basis of acom- 
promise. 

THE PROCEDURE RULES. 

The Government carried the last of the pro- 
cedure rules yesterday. The Welsh members 
made an earnest plea fora standing commit- 
tee to deal with Welsh affairs, but like a sim- 
Har motion of the Scotch members on the 
previous day, it was refused. The Govern- 
ment sprung a project of home rule beneath 
the proposal. The smaliness of the Govern- 
ment majority, only 22, was asignificant indi- 
cation of the widespread coaviction that Par- 
liament is incapable of attending to the wants 
of the Welsh people. 

CONVERSION OF THE NATIONAL DEBT. 

Goschen will make a statement to-day an- 
nouncing the conversion of the national debt. 
He proposes to convert all 3 per cents, amount- 
ing to £562,000,000, and will probably offer a 
2% per cent security, with the option of repay- 
ment at par next year.

NEGOTIATIONS PENDING. 


Message From President Cleveland on the 
Chinese Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—The Presi- 
dent sent to-day tothe Senate the following 
message: 

TO THE SENATE: 


A copy of the following resolution passed 
by the Senate on the first day of the present 
month was delivered to me on the 8d inst: 

Resolved, That in view of the difficulties 
and embarrassments that have attended the 
regulation of the immigration of Chinese labor- 
ers to the United States, under the limita- 
tions of our treaties with China the President 
of the United States be requested to negotiate 
a treaty with the Emperor of China contain- 
ing a provision that no Chinese laborer shall 
enter the United States. 

The 9 ofthe subject referred to in 
this resolution has been by no means over 
looked by the executive branch of the 
Government, charged under the Constitution 
with the formulation of treaties with foreign 
countries. Negotiation with the Emperor of 
Ohina fora treaty, such as is mentioned in 
said resolution was conimenced many months 
ago, and has been since continued. The 
pecapass of the negotiation thus inaugurated 

as heretofore been freely communicated to 
such members of the enate and of its 
Committee on Foreign Relations as sought in- 
formation concerning the same. Itis, how- 
ever, with much gratification that I deem my 
self justified in expressing to the Senate in 
response to its resolution, the hope and ex- 
pectation, that a treaty will be concluded con- 
cerning the immigration of Ohinese laborers 
which will meet the wants of our people 
and approbation of the body to which it will 
submitted for confirmation.

THE COMTE DE PARIS ON BUTLER. 


An Interesting Letter From the French His- 
torian of the Civil War.

ALEXANDER THE GREAT, 


— FC 
Conqueror of the Earth, Conquered by 
Drink. 


‘From the Hartford Times. 

This dispatch appears in the morning papers 
to-day: 

CONSTANTINOPLE, February 29.—The sar- 
cophagus containing the body of Alexander 
the Great has been discovered at Saida. 

Imperial Cwser, dead and turned to clay,’’ 

was supposed to have left, in Shaks peare’s 
time, enough of his poor mortal tenement to 


‘*stop a hole, to —— the wind away, but in 
Alexander's sarcopbsgus, if this has indeed 
been discovered, the explorers will probably 
find, after a lapse of over 2,200 years, as little 
of the ashes of poor mortality as they would 
discover in the unknown grave of Moses, could 
that also be found. It is said of Alexander 
that his was deposited in a 
golden coffin at Alexandria b Ptolemmus, 
and over it was ralsed a splendid mausoleum 
—and divine honors were paid to him, not 
only in Egypt, butin other countries. Ifthe 
stoning * which the above quoted dispatch 
says een found at Saida contains the 
gold coffin, that circumstance will tend to con- 
Arm the reality of the supposed discovery. If 
the stone sepulchre that has now been found 
should be really proved to have contained 
the body of the old world conqueror, it would 
Only be a new. and eloquent sermon to the 
people of to-day on the ephemera! and unreal 
character of any phase or story of earthly 
**greatness’’ that rests upon military con- 
quests and military glory. Alexander con- 
uered all the countries then knowa, even to 
ndia; he was the world conquerer, who 
‘*sighed for more worlds to conquer. He 
established Greek kingdoms 1 —— Asia, 
some of which in India outlasted him for cen- 
turies; he taught Europe the road to India; 
he selected the site and founded the’city of 
Alexandria, the Egyptian metropolis which 
was to be made the great depot of the 
exchanges ,.of the ancient East and West, 
a selection which time and the rare 
fortanes of the a have shown to 
bave been sagacious, e had plans, perhaps, 
not wholly impracticable, for the union of 
Europe and sia; and he encouraged art, 
science and the literature of that time. He 
seems to have been an impulsive and not un- 
king or ungenerous nature, but he showed 
himself capable of atrocious acts, like the 
burning of Persepolis, the cruelties to con- 
quered Tyre; and be was a vain, self-seeking 
and self-indulgent man. That he should have 
changed the current of human history, tn his 
brief career of less than twelve poate nae have 
conquered the world before he was 80, and 
died at 82, would be enough to stamp him as 
an extraordinary man. As a military leader 
he possessed, undoubtedly, a marvelous 
power of combination, of shaping means to 
circumstances, of dealing with the necessities 
ofthe moment, in which his only peers, in 
any age uf the world, were Hannibal and Na- 
poleon. 
successes, and sunk into 3 and 
drunken carousals, like the rolonged 
**drunk’’ that finally carried him off, at Baby- 
lon, was in a sense due to the age in which 
he lived. That his coffin should be dis- 
covered now, at the close of the nineteenth 
century of an era, the dawn of which he never 
lived to see, or to imagine, is one of the 
strange occurrences which seem to connect 
the present times directly with ant'quity— 
while the dusty emptiness of the cofiin will 
tell its own story of the vanity of human 
greatness, which all ends in dust— 
Heap'd over with a mound of grass. 
Two handfuls of white dust, shut in an urn of brass! 
The time was when the man whose earthly 
body is now represented by some specks of 
dust, was deemed so great that. even his de- 
baucheries were heralded as th® occurrence 
of something godlike; an army of half a mul 
ion men was apprised by blare of trumpets 
that Alexander was drinking. 


A BRAPID DRIVE IN MAINE, 


Samuel White Drives His Mare 112 Miles 
Between Sunrise and Sunset. 


From the Lewiston, (Me.) Journal. 

Before the rallroads were built in Northern 
and Eastern Maine a great deal of hauling was 
done in the woods by oxen; the supplies were 
taken up the river in batteaux, being carried 
around falls, rapids, etc., and only the owners 
of the timberlands or the operators there rode 
to and fro behind a horse. As time was money 
then as well as now, these men always drove 


the best of horsefiesh, and some big stories 
are told regarding their steeds. 

One famous roadster, now along in the 20’s, 
has broken through the ice on Moosehead Lake 
no less than three times, each time, however, 
intelligently fighting for life until rescued. 
The owner and driver have since been drowned 
there, but the borse bids fair to livefor years 
to come, 

Some of the Journal readers may remember 
of an attempt made several years ago to drive 
a horse, who, I tnink, was called Lion, from 
Boston to Portland in one day, the time being 
limited to between sunrise and sunset. The 
animal succeeded in reaching Biddeford, 
where he died, some said from fatigue and 
some from poison. 

The incident starked a flow of horsetalk all 
over the State, and amony those who deciared 
that the 110 miles could be covered in a day 
by their roadsters was Mr. 8. White of this 
city, then carrying on a lumber operation 
above Houlton. George Stanley, Abram 
Woodard, George Ricker, George Spratt and 
other horsemen of those days doubted it, 
and, all parties being ready to back their talk 
with cold cash, a bet was made that 
White could not drive bis mare from 
Bangor to Houlton in the longest day in 
June. Caleb Billings was a big liveryman 
bere in those days, and he put up $100 on 
the horse, and many others wagered smalier 
sums. The road from Bangor to Oldtown was 
a good one, but from that place up the river 
for thirty miles the soil was sandy, affording 
hard footing. A good os of ground was 
then traversed until attawamkeag was 
reached, where the old military road was 
taken. 

Over this road was then hauled all the sup- 
plies going into Northern Maine, and 
so deep were the ruts made by the heavy 
four and six-borse teams that wagons in 
spring often ran on the hubs, and every 
inch of this half-hundred miles or so was 
rough footing. Mr. White left Bangor at 5:30 
in the morning, going alone, reporting at the 
larger settlements on the way, and at 7 o'clock 
that night he and his game mare reached 
Houlton, a distance of 112 miles, winning 
much money for bimself and much fame for 
the gallant mare, who, until the time of her 
death, was always spoken of as the ‘‘best 
roadster on the Penobscot waters. She was 
in nowise injured by the journey, and after- 
wards gave birth to a colt, which Mr. White 
still drives, and which he says is just as good 
as her mother.’’

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KAISER WILHELM DEAD. 

Kaiser Wirinerm, founder and first 
Emperor of the great modern German 
Empire, is dead. He has lived longer and 
made more history than any cotemporary 
monarch, and the achievements of his 
reign have made him the grandest figure 
in German annals, not excepting any, as 
human glory is commonly estimated, 
As the avenger of all the wrongs and 
humiliations Germans have suffered 
from their hereditary enemy, France, 
and as the author and hero of German 
unity, his memory will be cherished by 
his king-loving people with as much rev- 
erence and affection as the memory of 
WASHINGTON in this country. In respect 
of private virtues there were points of re- 
semblance between the two, though 
their origin, training, mission and 
achievements were so unlike, and love 
of country will as surely embalm 
the glory of the one as of the other. Wu- 
HELM I., King of Prussia, and WILHELM 
I., Emperor of Germany, being dead, 
his successor is his only son, now F'RIED- 
RICH WILHELM V., King of Prussia, and 
FRIEDRICH WILHELM I., Emperor of Ger- 
many, who is now believed to be almost 
at death’s door himself, and may never 
be able to assume the regal and imperial 
authority which he inherits. This uncer- 
tainty and,the possibilities with which it 
is fraught fill Europe with anxiety and 
excitement.

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ALTHOUGH CLAUS SPRECKELS’ Sandwich 
Island sugar is admitted free and he is 
suspected of including a good deal of the 
saccharine product of othercountries in 
his Sandwich Island crop, we paid in 
duties on raw sugars last year $56,496,095, 
and only $11,400 on refined sugars. This 
shows that our sugar tariff is for the bene- 
fit of the refiners alone. Our con- 
sumers all use sugars above No. 13 
Dutch standard. and the $56,496,095 
of duties are all paid on sugars below that 
standard. After these raw sugars are re- 
fined and adulterated with glucose, we 
pay forthe article three or four times 
the price at which refined sugar is sold in 
London. Our refiners can actually afford 
to export sugar, and do sell some abroad, 
at lower prices than they getat home, 
because the tariff enables them to draw 
from our consumers a bounty to pay 
for the sugar exported and sold so 
much cheaper abroad. The proposed 
reduction of 20 per cent in the 
duties on sugar below No. 18 is not 
accompanied with any reduction of 
the duty on higher standard sugars, and 
will simply put about $10,000,000 a year 
moreinthe pocket of the Sugar Trust, 
which will get the raw material about 
two-fifths ofa cent cheaper and not be 
compelled to sell the refined any lower. 
Pacific Coast people do not get refined 
sugar any cheaper than Atlantic Coast 
people,although Sandwich Island sugar is 
admitted free, and all SPRECKELS is after 
now is a share of the $10,000,000 which the 
proposed tariff reduction promises the 
Sugar Trust. 
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Tue sprinkling ordinance now under 
consideration by the honorable House of 
Delegates provides for sixteen inspectors, 
who shall provide at their own cost suita- 
ble conveyances to enable them to can- 
vass thoroughly their respective Wistricts. 
Each inspector will be required to daily 
travel over seventeen miles of streets 
three times, which will make the dis- 
tance to be traveled daily fifty-one 
miles exclusive of going to and 
from his home and reporting to the 
General Superintendent. As thie distance 
is fully as great as a horse can travel 
daily, it would be impossible to have a 
complete daily inspection with a less 
number of inspectors. The people will 
not be satisfied with half-way work or 
half-way inspection. The vote by which 
the charter amendment was adopted, 
20,000 „yes“ against 3,000 “no,” indicates 
that the people want this sprinkling well 
done. The only way to secure well- 
sprinkled streets is to have an ample and 


efficient force of inspectors.

In 
the Uniteg States the French Creole popula- 
tion, subject to the same laws as Americans, 
were soon assimilated, and to-day are as in- 
tegral a portion of the population as any other 
nationality. But in Canada the case is en- 
tirely different. There the English and French 
form two distinct and hostile classes, divided 
to some extent by religion, but prinelpally by 
differences inlaw. To ali land held by the 
French the Church tithes apply, and unless 
the clerical officials agree to give 
these up, which, by the way, they 
never do, this tax stands as a permanent 
charge against the estate. Of course no En- 
glishman is wang to buy property subject to 
this import, and the consequence is that much 
of the finest land in Canada is practically un- 
marketable. This has led toa state of affairs 
which cannot fall to have been remarked by 
every traveler, and that is the complete ab- 
sence of suburbs near the largest Uanadian 
cities. After leaving the city Iimits 
the tourist finds himself at once in the midst of 
the woods, apparently scores of miles from 
any settlement.

Cages on Trial To-Day Befere the Circdit 
Judges— Matters of Interest in Litigation. 


Judge Barclay heard to-day a motion for 
contempt inthe Knudsen divoree case. The 
motion was entered by R. J. Delano in behalf 
of the wife, Mina Knudsen, the defendant in 
the case. When the decree of divorce was 
granted December 27, 1886, a stipulation was 
embodied with regard to the custody 
ot the children, Ida, Louis, Oscar, 
and Bertha. It was arranged that they should 
remain at the German Protestant Orphan 
Asylum on the St. Charles road and that the 
father was to pay for their support and main- 
tenance at that institution. The parents were 
permitted to visit them at regular intervals. 
Mrs. Knudsen alleged in her motion which 


was heard to-day that the father on the 24d of 
last December removed the children from the 
asylum to hisown home and never returned 
them. Mrs. Knudsen further alleged that she 
had been refused access to the children and 
had not been allowed to see them since their 
removal from the Institution. 

The father, Nels Knudsen, entered an answer 
admitting the terms of the decree in 1886 as to 
the disposition of the children. He stated 
however that the mother complained of the 
treatment at the asylum and he told her 
that if she did not remove the chil- 
dren he would do 80. Accordingly 
he took them away in December last and had 
placed them under the care of his second 
wife, a most estimable woman, who had filled 
the place ofa mothertothem. He alleged 
that the divorced wife was nota proper per- 
son to be entrusted with the children, and he 
asked the Court to allow them to remain un- 
der the care of his present wife. 

The pape | to-day bore upon the re- 
moval of the children from the asylum, which 
was a violation of the decree, and the Court 
held that they must be returned atonce. The 
father was given two days to carry this into 
effect, but a motion for transferring the cus- 
tody of the children will be entertained by the 
Court, when the father’s claims will be fully 
considered.

THE TOSACOO BILL. 


What Locals Manufacturers Have to Say of 
it aud its Effects: 


Local tobacco manufacturers are somewhat 
concerned over the bill now in Congress abol- 
ishing the tax on all kinds of manufactured 
tobacco with the exception of cigars and cigar- 
ettes. It had been stated that some of the 
manufacturing firms here had, in anticipation 
of the prospective passage of the bill, began 


to reduce their expenses in the way of running 
short time and in other ways also. 

To ascertain the exact feeling on the ques- 
tion a reporter for the Post-DISPATCH called 
on a few of the leading manufacturers and the 
result was that there was found to be a differ- 
ence of opinion among them as to the eflect 
the bill, if successful, will have. 

MR. JOHN N. DRUMMOND, 
Vice-President of the Drummond Tobacco 
Company, was seen and said: ‘‘If the tobacco 
billis passed it will have, as you know, or 
ought to know, the effect of a reduction in 
the price of tobacco to the extent of 8 cents a 
pound. Now, this will naturally have an 
effect on the trade in the way of causing an in- 
activity that will be perfectly natural under 
the circumstances. The retailer is already 
stocked up with stamped goods, and these will 
have to be worked off of course before he be- 

ins to purchase under the new law. Of course 

he rebate clause in the bill will protect the 
dealer largely. I fancy that it may be 

ossible that there will be a reduction 
nthe price of tobacco about the time the 
bill, if it becomes a law, will go into effect 
and that the reduction, you understand, will 
be quite independent of the bill itself. Ido 
not know anything about the action of the 
other manut rers here, but I do know that 
we are not letting any ofour hands go or de- 
creasing our capacity in any way on account 
of the bill or its prospective effects. As to the 
increase of the sale of tobacco on its account, 
we cannot speak. 

MR. J. G. BUTLER 
ot J. G. Butler & Co. sald: The tobacco bill 
is a purely 228 iece ot business and is 
not regarded as anything else by the tobacco 
men. It is a part of the tariff question and 
cannot be separated from the tariff question. 
If the bill passes, I think the operation of 
the law will be met a correspond- 
ing increase in the price of the leaf so that even 
if itshould become alaw, the market price 
will in all probability not be reduced to any 
extent. It is not known exactly what will be 
done with the bill. It will depend al er 
on the tradeé that will be made in the House 
and Senate, and, without doubt, a compro 
bill will be passed. The trade, at all events, 
will be necessarily dull.’’ 
MR. d. 6. MEYERS, 
tt & — — said: It Is redily too 

soon to talk intelligently on this matter. The 
bill is too young yet to tell anyth abont it 
or its effects. We do not think that it will have 
much effect on the trade, however, for Son-

A MODEL HORSETHIEF. 


THE ROMANTIC STORY OF CHARLES J. MAR- 


TIN, ALIAS DAVIS, 


Who Was ‘Collared” in a Christy Avenue 


Lodging House at 3 a. m. by Two Detec- 
tives—A Former St. Louisan Who Hood- 
winked a Whole Community—Some Re- 


markable Stories—A Talk With the 


Horsethief—His Record. 


Charles J. Martin, alias Charles Davis, the 
man captured by Detectives Fitzgerald and 
Connors about 2 o’clock this morning, ap- 
pears to be one of the greatest horsethieves 
the country has ever produced. Years ago he 
lived at Indianapolis, Ind.; moved from there 
to Bloomington, Ind., from which 
place he came to St. 
years ago. Here he became foreman of the 
wooden handle works of the Chester & Keller 
Manufacturing Company, and was always re- 
garded as a model man. He was a splendid 
workman and was so popular with his em- 
ployers that when they decided to start a 
supply shop at Mitchell, a place of about 
fifteen hundred inhabitants in the southern 
part of Indiana, he was offered the position of 
foreman of it. This he accepted, and a couple 
of years ago moved there. Business was not 
prosperous, however, and after running the 
place for awhile they closed down and 
last fall removed the shop te Tennessee. When 
they closed down the works first Martin left 
their employ and went into business on his 
own account, dealing tn produce aud trading 
horses. He seemed to jump right into a pros- 
perous business and made money rapidly, 
buying and selling horses for hundreds of 
miles around. He purchased himself a nice 
home and was regarded as one of the best citi- 
zens of the town, Martin had always 
been a devout member of the 
Methodist Church and together with bis wife 
and child, an 8-yéar-old boy, was to be seen 
at church every Sabbath morning. The boy 
was considered a musical prodigy, the wife 
was a leader in all charitable affairs and Mar- 
tin was one of the most liberal givers to the 
church. No family in the piace stood higher 
than did they. 

THE FIRST SUSPICION. 

While Martin was increasing his fortune 
straight along at Mitchell, and becoming more 
and more popular with his town people, 
horses were being stolen in great numbers 
in the country around Indianapolis. For a 
longtime no trace of them could be found. 
About two months ago the Farmers’ Horse 
Detective Association received a horse at Bed- 
ford, Ind., which had been stolen from near 
Indiana olis. It was traced back to Martin, 
Mitchell's model citizen. Then another 
horse, which had been stolen from Frank 
Parker of Broad Ripple, near Indianapolis, 
was found in the Louisville Fire Depart- 
ment. The animal had been 801 to 
the department by a livery man named fp om 
at New Albany, Ind., just across the river 
from Louisville. He said he had purcbased it 
from Martin of Mitchell. Then it was that the 
Farmers’ Horse Detective Association began 
to suspect him of being the large and 
well-organized gang of borsethleves they had 
supposed to be operating in the State.
